HE Letters from Paris, Auguft the qth, 
advife, Thar the Confederates are in mo 
tion on the Frontiers of Dauphine and 
Provence, have taken the Caftle of L’Arche, and 
the Duke of Berwick is te-inforced with 8 Batrali- 
ons from Roufillont That the Confederate Fleet 
having firh landed the Troops fer Catalonia, have 
taking 








taken the Harbour of Cette, in Languedce, znd 
landed 1700 Men, to join the Cevenois, ard other 
Proteftants ; that thereupon the Duke of Berwick 
is order'd to fend Forces againft them; thar feveral 
Confederate Men of War are cruifing off of E- 
ftaples, on the Coafts of Picardy, bur the Coafis 
are fortified with Redoubts, and guarded by the 
Militia: Toat the Allies allowd the Governour 
of Cette his Sword and Piftols, and the Garrifon 
to march out without Arms, but fuffered the Inha- 
birants to ftay without doing them any hurt ; that 
that they carry off all Corn and Cartle, and have 
taken up che Magiftrares of Agde for 150000 Li- 
vres Contribution ; they have begun to intrench 
themfelves and caft up a Canal from the Sea to 
Lettant to maintain their Ground and are reintor- 
ced with fix large Men of War, one of which 
carries a Flag. The Advices frhm: Anrwerp are, 
that the Trenches are advanced 30 Paces further 
at General Fagel’s Attack before Bethune and a- 
bove 17 fieavy Cannon are playing on the Out- 
works; that the French iutrench themieives 
ftrongly in their Camp, have laid the Ground a- 
bour St. Omers and Arien under water from 
whence the Inhabitants fly with their befi Effects.
